bushels may be equal to the market 
value in former y.ears of ' 600,000,000, 
bushels. It is estimated chat although 
the corn crop may be 400,000,000 bush- 
els less than' last year the value of 
the entire crop -will be only $21,000.- 
000 less, and so far as |the farmer is 
concerned and' his capacity for invest- 
ing in luxuries and securities, ' this 
result is almost as good as if he had 
grown, ,the full .crop.
